Walked Into the Governor's Otlice and 
Aoked For Her Father’s Pardon. 

Jennie McLaren,the te'i-) ear-old 
L'jrl who applied to the Governor at 
Elizabeth, New Jersy, on the 9th 
inst,, for the pnrdoii of her father, 
who is serving n sentence of 20 
years in the state prison for wife 
murder, came to Trenton and tiled 
» petition with the Clerk of the 
Court of 1‘ardons. 

The petition contains about 100 
names. It will not be acted upon 
until the vieitingcominittee of tie* 
court lias made the usual investi¬ 
gation. The petition ia signed by 
McLaren, and he static that h- 
has lung trouble, and i- confined 
to the prison hospital. The offi¬ 
cials deny this, and say that he i- 
employed in the prison cookhouse 
every day. 

Governor Vonrhces was greatly 
surprised on Saturday wle n Jennie 
McLaren walked in his office and 
asked for a pardon for her father. 

“Why, she came into my office,“ 
said the Governor, “with as much 
self-possession as if she* were a 
Supreme C« urt Judge. 

“There were probably 15 persons 
in the office at the time, among 
them several lawyers, but Jennie 
did not seem in the siightesdegree 
embarrassed by their presence. I 
said to her: 

“‘What can 1 do for you, my 
little miss.’ and she promptly re¬ 
plied : 

‘“Governor Voorhees, I wish you 
would pardon my papa, who is in 
Trenton state prison.’ 

"This completely surprised me, | 
and I—inquired of her as to his I 
name, what he had done and for 
how long he was sentenced, all of 
which questions she readily answer¬ 
ed. She informed me that she had 
been unable to get the signatures 
to her petition of Prosecutor (’has. 
Winfield, of Hudson, who tried 
him, ns Mr. Wit.Held was dead; 
but that sho had obtained the sig¬ 
natures ef Mayor Fagan, of Ho¬ 
boken, and of Judge Lippincott, 
who sentenced her father, and also 
that of Judge Hudspeth, law judge 
of Hudson county, who was on the]

WASHING AND BAKING. 


Hints to the Farmer 

If He Witt Only Heed His Family Almanac He Can’t Co Very 

Far Wrong.

At the 
foot of the climb, which must be mude 
on foot, we left our carriages at a 
delightful old-fashioned farmhouse 
where we found that we could order 
n meal, to lie ready when we rein rued. 
You know what a mountain appetite 
is. and may be Mire that we eagerly 
seized the op|mrt unity to satisfy the 
hunger which might otherwise hate 
made cannibals of in* during the long 
ride home. Two of the parly hud 
eho.eii to come on horseback, and 
their *terds hud either failed to filltill 
the promise of the glowing eulogies 
of their owner, who had loaned them, 
for a consideration, or else the twain 
had stopped for a little loveiuaking by 
the wav. At any rate, they were not 
In sight, and we decided to wait for 
them. While doing so, we strolled 
idly about the Held* surrounding the 
house. It was Just lifter harvest, and 
the place was in such perfect order 
tlun we complimented the farmer ns 
we Went. The house was set. among 
It. gorgeous old fashioned flower*. at 
the font of a slight rise, mid as we 
ascended this we came to a small in- 
closure, evidently the family burying 
ground. I'p to the very fence the 
scythe hail done its perfect work, but 
Inside was a tangle of blackberry 
vine*, weeds ami dank grass. The 
few headstone* were sunken and neg¬ 
lected and the graves utterly uncarcd 
for The wind place hail such a it eg- 
let ful, desolate air that it was a blot 
on the glowing \ugn»t lain!.' ape. and 
we weleouied the shoilts which told 
of the arrival of the truants and 
called us to si'i l. pleasanter surround- 


To the women who do their own 
work (and they are trgion). washing 
and bilking ore per hups the most 
dreaded of the really nrcrmrjr work. 
The washing may be done easily and 
satisfactorily, and enough baking may 
be done ut this time of year in one 
day to last a week. \* the short dava 
only admit of a few hour* at most for 
necessary sewing, I have found it bet¬ 
ter to do enough baking at a time for 
a weak, rather than a little each day. 

I’uke five or six mince pies, and 
when cool slip them off from the tin* 
nnd set them in u ciool place; if they 
freeze it will do no harm, and when 
wanted they eon be set in the oven 
a few minutes and they* will be ns 
good it* If fresh leiked. A jar of 
doughnuts and a pail of cookies will 
each keep moist, and will be relished 
by the family generally. A good 
recipe for doughnut* is a* follow*: 
line cupful of sugar, two eggs, one 
tablespoortful of thick cream, one cup¬ 
ful of buttermilk, a tea*|»nonfnl of 
soda, one-half teaspoon ful of cinna¬ 
mon. and Hour enough to make a soft 
dough; cut in shape to fry and lot 
them stand 1.1 or ’a minute*; fry in 
deep, hot lard or drippings. 

For cook lei*, take one cupful of very- 
thick sour cream, one cupful of sugar, 
one small egg, our level teaspoon ful 
of soda and one tea*|MMinful of vaitlla. 
add Hoar enough to form a soft 
dough, spriukle with sugar, cut Into 
any desirable shape and bake in a 
quick oven; if the cream is not very 
thick and rich add a lump of butter 
the si/e of a walnut'. 

A good sized washing may he done 
in two hours in the following manner 
with little hard work, and the clothes 
will !>• Im-uuI ifnlly white and clean: 
Fir«t. hnve a teakettle of boiling wa¬ 
ter and remove all stains from table¬ 
cloths and napkins l»v |iouring the 
Imilit g water through them bcf.ue 
they are wet lr any other way. Fill 
om half bar of snap in one pint of 
lint, >m ft water and stir until «H»- 
*»|ved; add tv»n taldespinmfuls of 
kerosene amt stir briskly: till the 
I .idler iwo-thii'i - full of cold, soft wa¬ 
ter ami add this emulsion to it. »tir 
ring until a good -mis is formed. Wet 
the most soil*'.' phi.ee* mi the chit he* 
-I i'U hands and wristbands of shirts, 
in warm water and soup them, rub¬ 
bing the soap well Into the cloths pot 
tie eleiilie-1 et.illi* into the boiler and 
let the water come to a boll. and hull

.•liltin';' up aid down a few time*. 
Im.kit g them over for any oiled 
oliiers which mnv have been over*

Yes. I have to tell you. the religious 
discourse of the future will be a re¬ 
ported sermon. If you have any idea 
that printing wns invented simply to 
print secular books, ami stenography 
and phonography were contrived mere¬ 
ly ,0 set forth secular ideas, you are 
mistaken. The printing press is to lie 
the great agency of Gospel proclama¬ 
tion It Is high time that good men, 
instead of denouncing the press, em¬ 
ploy it to scatter forth the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ.
